Some — spray-paint 
and cven brush paint them, In 
fact mony newly erected traffic 
tims are definitely not baked 
enamel finished, although I be- 
lieve Government specify such 
finish! 

The disadvantages of non- 
baked cnomel signs is: after 
exposure to strong sunligrt for 
ubout a month, the surface be- 
comes dull; .colour pigments 
gradually come out on top and 
colours change slowly from the 
original, Their maximums life 
is about one year. .
